games, swindles and burglary, maybe you 
occasionally get the notion that the world 
reeks with dishonesty. Not so. The dis- 
honest cases are the exceptions. ..That's 
why they are news—a record of the un- 
usual. 
Honesty is so .common and gen- 


eral, that cases of it are not news. 


COAL OUTPUT AND PRICES 


Operator^ and miners indicate by re- 


marks which they make as to the situa- 
tion in the bitximinous coal fields that it 
may be difficult for them to rea.eh an 
agreement on wages and working condi- 
tions. The plain facts are that too much 
capital is invested in raining properties 
and there are too many miners. Compa- 
nies which have invested in coal proper- 
ties wish to operate them, and miners 
want employment. 
Neither capital nor 


labor, it seems, is prepared to take cog- 
nizance of actual conditions, unless we 
-except President Davis of the miners, 


who admits the facts candidly and offers 
logical remedy. 


How long, is the important question, 


•Will the public and industry b<; willing 
to pay exorbitant prices for coal in order 
to protect excess capital and labor in. 
coal mining? " It is "only a question of 
time when the demand for* coal and 
com- 


petition among producers will determine 
which mines shall close and how many 
miners must seek employment in other in- 
dustrial fields. 
t 


A ""reorganization of the soft coal in- 


dustry so that only enough mines were 
operated and enough men employed to 
liberally supply the market would neces- 
sarily reduce the cost of production. Al- 
though nearly twice as many miners a,re 
employed as are needed, it does not fol- 
low that pro'dueing__costs could be cut in 
two by any means, for the number -of 
men could not be reduced quite in pro- 
portion to the excess employed, but it 
would materially reduce the labor ele- 
ment 
of cost, 
and to such an extent., 


that the price would be lower to the con- 
sumer, at the "same time permitting the 
operators to pay a more liberal wage to 
the men who remained in the industry. 
There is no reason why under such an 
arrangement the coal business should not 
be as competitive as it is at present, in 
fact, we should say. it would be more 
com- 


petitive. 


Every- year, or every time, there is a 


controversy between the operators and 
miners oxer working condition5?, and the 
industry is tied up or threatened with a 
tie-up, the facts about the industry are 
paraded before the public, but nothing is 
done. 
Some sort of an unsatisfactory 


compromise is worked out and coal 
min- 


ing is resumed. The fundamental causes 
of trouble are not removed, and the 
public is -assessed, in an addition to an al- 
ready high price of coal, an extra sum to 
pay the cost of a strike. 
It is an ab- 


surd situation. 
It is a source of con- 


stant public irritation and it has many 
evil effects upon our politics and the 
state of our industrial system. Thus far 
our politicians have,not been able to 
solve the problem, or to even offer any 
worthwhile proposals. The Federal coal 
commission, so far as beneficial results 
go, was an entire failure. 
The question 


is. is the country and its coal consumers 
without a remedy and must this unsatis- 
factory condition continue indefinitely?

the "systemic effect. This is the well proved physio- 
logical truth, about inunction.

Not from their hands 
except as the hands carry lead' to their mouths.

No person shall hold 
conduct orr We present at a. public 
dance within the county of Outaga- 
mie except such as may be held with- 
in a public dance hall or pavilion or 
on premises duly licensed' to be used 
as such under the provisions of this 
ordinance. A "public dance" as used

chase, possession or presentation of a

ticket or token, or in which a, ch.vrge 
is made for the caring of clothing in- 
other property, or by nny dance to 
which the public generally without re- 
strictions may gain admission with or 
without payment of a fee, or u d.mco 
operated lor profit. Tho toun "public 
dance hall" as used' herein shall be 
taken to mean any room, place or 
space at which a public dance may be 
held, or any hall or academy in whit h 
classes in daTicing are held anil in- 
struction in dancing: given for hire.
